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Our Railroads and the Crops. 

It is now all but certain that the enormous bu- 
siness in the transportation of breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, cattle, etc., thrown upon our leading rail- 
roads -the past and present year, will continue 
for twelve months longer. The crops already 
gathered or approaching maturity promise to be 
quite as abundant as those of 1861 ; while.the de- 
mands of Western Europe will be little if any less. 
It is seldom indeed that for two or three consecu- 
tive years we find an unusually large surplus at 
home, connected with a correspondingly small 
production in other countries; the present, how- 
ever, is one of those rare occasions which show 
the dependence of nation upon nation as truly as 
of every man upon his fellow. 

While during the early part of the summer our 
neighbors to the southward were visited with al- 
most incessant rains, retarding very seriously mil- 
itary operations, those lying to the northward 
Were suffering seriously from drought. In U pper 
Canada this prevailed to such an extent in the 
month of June that large numbers of cattle were 
killed, owing to the lack of grass to sustain life. 
In the latter part of that month some light rains 
fell, and subsequently they have been abundant ; 
but they did not come in season to produce a full 
crop of the early ripening grains, Corn may 
make up for the deficit; but the provincials will 
not be able to export their usual quantities of 
Wheat or slaughtered animals. The drought ap- 
pears to have affected that portion of the State of 





New York lying north of the Adirondacs, particu- 
larly the counties of St. Lawrence and Jefferson. 

From the great West we have glowing accounts 
about the crops. Ohio alone, it is estimated, will 
produce 30,000,000 bushels of grain, of which 
17,000,000 will be a surplus for exportation, 
Should the people of the whole Northwest have 
raised as much of.‘‘the staff of life,”’ man for man, 
as those of Ohio, the total yield of grain would 
not fall short of 107,000,000 bushels, of which 
60,000,000 would be exportable. This would 
leave Kentucky and Tennessee out of account al- 
together, and give only one-half the estimate for 
Missouri. 

Without placing too much reliance, however, 
upon mere estimates, we may accept as true the 
reports which come up from every quarter. The 
crops will as a whole be heavier than those of 
1861, the yield of corn probably exceeding any- 
thing of the sort ever produced in the country, 
At the same time we find ourselves with still a 
a very large surplus on hand from last year—a sur- 
plus that all the avenues yet opened are unable 
to carry off to the East. Since the first of Janu- 
ary the two rival cities of Chicago and Milwaukee 
have shipped over 19,000,000 bushels or its equi- 
valent, in nearly equal amounts from each, This, 
for a period of little over six months, exceeded 
anything ever before witnessed in the history of 
either city. 

To what extent the crops in Europe will be a 
failure this year can only be conjectured, In the 
British Islands they will barely be an average, 
and may be still less, as at late dates the country 
was suffering from unusually heavy rains. France 
will not be so badly off as in 1861; but on the 
other hand, some of the sources of supply do not 
look at all promising. Several provinces in South 
Russia have sustained much damage from drought 
and the political condition of that country is far 
from being as favorable to commerce as it might 
be. The Hungarian crops have been short ; those 
in Italy but moderately good, That country, like 
England and France, is undergoing some great 
social changes, which must ere long make her a 
xegular importer of all kinds of provisions. 

The effect of this foreign demand upon the 
prosperity of our leading railroads must be 
marked. The Central, the Erie and the Pennsyl- 





vania never before transacted so large an amount 
of business as last year, in spite of the war. The 
last named earned $1,300,000 more than in 1860, 
and we hear that the earnings of the Erie will 
reach to about $7,300,000 during the present year. 
Those of the Central are put at over nine millions 
by current report. It is evident, however, that 
tributary lines will share largely in this continued 
prosperity. The business of the Illinois Central 
may still suffer slightly from’ the closing of the 
Mississippi, yet-the falling off in receipts last 
year, in spite of that sad occurrence, was very 
slight. The three great lines crossing the penin- 
sula of Michigan, the Cleveland and Toledo, the 
Wabash Valley and its feeders, the Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus and Cincinnati, the Bellefontaine—in fact, 
all the lines traversing the great Northwest and 
pointing in the direction of this city, Boston, Phil- 
adelpbia and Baltimore—all find their hands full. 
With diminished expenditures in nearly every 
case two such years of prosperity ought to take 


our railroad interests out of the slough and make 
most of the stocks in them remunerative. 





Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company. 

We have received the report of this company 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1861, from 
which we learn that the repairs to the company’s 
navigation were completed on the 10th of March 5 
and that on the 15th of the same month water was 
let in and the entire line navigable for boats, On 
the 25th, the repairs to the roads were finished, 
and everything in readiness for the.transportation 
of coal from the mines. Regular shipments, how- 
ever, from Mauch Chunk did not begin before the 
lst of April. From the opening to the close of the 
season, on the 10th of December, navigation con- 
tinued without interruption. For the year the 
shipments of coal were as follows :

—showing a falling off, as compared with the 
shipments of the preceding year, of 96,337 tons, 
There was also taken from the company’s Tam- 
aqua Mines, 13,838 tons. The distribution of the 
coal was as follows : Consumed on the line of the 
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Lehigh Canal, 139,875 tons; passed into the Mor- 
ris Canal at Easton, 272,728 tons; went into the 
Delaware Division Canal, 582,102 tons, Of the 
coal that entered the Delaware Division Canal, 
288,584 tons reached Bristol ; 267,347 tons passed 
over, via the outlet lock at Wells’ Falls, into the 
navigable feeder of the Delaware and Raritan 
Canal—leaving 26,171 tons as the quantity dis- 
posed cf on the line of the Delaware Division 
Canal, 

The shipments of lumber for the year were 26,- 
247,128 feet—showing a falling off from the previ- 
ous year of 19,278,436, , 

The freight of all descriptions carried on the 
company’s canal amounted to 1,145,880 tons—of 
which 84,987 tons were ascending, and 1,060,893 
tons descending. In this is included 49,652 tons 
of iron ore, 25,738 tonf iron, and 22,860 tons lime 
and limestone. 

The profits for the year, as appears by the an- 
nexed statement, were $528,249 93; the expenses, 
$201,313 78; and the net earnings, $326,932 20— 
being equal to an interest of over 13 per cent. on 
the capital stock.

The expenditure for the year upon the com- 
pany’s navigation was moderate ; and was mainly 
for ordinary repairs, and for renewals of the usual 
character, The report says: 

In the last Annual Report it was stated that, for 
the reasons therein given, an agreement had beet 
entered into with the Nanticoke Railroad Cx 
pany, by which they were to receive in the shape 
of a loan, to be secured by a first mortgage of the 
road and its franchises, assistance in the construc- 
tion of a road to connect, at the foot of the planes, 
the Lehigh and Susquehanna Railroad with the 
colleries opened and to be opened in the Wyom- 
ing Valley. 

Under this agreement, about $41,000 has been 
advanced to that Company ; a lease of the road for 
twenty years has been taken; and that portion of 
the road lying between the foot of the planes and 
the mines of the Baltimore Coal Company, and 
embracing a number of other colleries now in 
operation, is approaching completion, and is, at 
this time, in use for the transportion of coal to 
this Company’s railroad, to be shipped, at While 
Haven, on to the Company’s canal. 

Upon another portion of the road, extending 
down the valley from the foot of the planes, a 
large amount of work has been done; but its ear- 
lier completion has been retarded by the operation 
of cause similar to those which have checked the 
progress of many other enterpises and industrial 
undertakings. Notwithstanding all which, there 
is reason to expect from that quarter a very hand- 
some increase of trade, during the current year, 
on the Company’s canal. 

Considerations, similar in their character to 
those just stated, have induced the Board to co- 
operate in the building of the Nesquehoning Val- 
ley Railroad ; by the construction of which, with 
extraordinary advantages of grade and distauce, 
one of the finest coal fields in the State will be 
brought into direct and close connexion with the 





Company’s canal near Mauch Chunk, and a large 
and valuable addition made to the Company’s 
business. 


There was no increase during the year in the 
capitgl stock of the company. The fanded debt 
was reduced $628,687 33; and the floating debt 
increased $53,321 27. The liabilities of the com- 
pany, including capital stock, funded debt, and 
pecuniary obligations of every kind, were at the 
close of the year, $5,681,860 97—being $575,366 
06 less than they were at the close of 1860. Dur- 
ing the year the whole mortgage loan of 1861 was 
extinguished. The following will show the finan- 
cial condition of the company January 1, 1862:

he Brooklyn City, and the Coney Island 
Railroad Companies: 

POWER OF THE LEGISLATURE TO GRANT RAIL- 
ROAD FRANCHISES IN THE STREETS OF CITIES. 
A PRIOR GRANT DOES NOT CONFER UPON A 
COMPANY AN EXCLUSIVE PRIVILEGE TO THE 
USE OF THE STREET. 


The Brooklyn City and Newton Railroad Com- 
pany were plaintiffs, and the Coney Island and 
Brooklyn Railroad Company were defendants. 
The routes which these two companies operate, 
enter the city of Brooklyn from opposite direc- 
tions, converge towards Fulton Ferry, and unite 
in Water Street, two blocks distant from the ferry. 

The plaintiffs were organized under tke general 
railroad act of the State; and on the 80th of July, 
1860, they procured from the Common Council of 
the city of Brooklyn, authority to construct and 
maintain their road through certain streets of said 
city of which Water street is one, Under this 
grant they proceeded to make surveys and a map 
of the route to be filed, and entered into contracts 
for the construction of the track, which was to be 
a single one in Water street. 

The defendants were also formed under the gen- 
eral railroad law; but they did not assert in this 
action, a right or title to construct their road 
through the city of Brooklyn, pursuant to the 
provisions of the general railroad act, or by the 
authority and consent of the Common Council; 





but they obtained from the Legislature an act 
which’ was passed on the 20th of April, 1861, by 
which they are authorized to construct and operate 
their road through the several streets designated 
on a “ map or profile of said road, made by Jarvis 
Whitman, City Surveyor,” without naming in the 
statute the streets intended, or even stating where 
the map was, or was to be filed. They were’ also 
authorized to lay their road with rails of a less 
weight than those prescribed by the general law. 
The condition upon which they were allowed these 
privileges was that they obtain “ the permission 
of the Common Council of said city to construct 
said railroad within said city, or the consent of a 
majority of the owners of property fronting upon 
any street or avenue in said city, through or over. 
which it is proposed to lay said railroad.” 

The defendants, on or about the 27th day of 
June, 1861, proceeded to tear up Water street in 
the city of Brooklyn, in order to lay down a double 
track. The plaintifis then commenced this action, 
and obiained an injunction restraining the defend- 
ants from building, operating or using any track 
through or in Water street, or any part thereof. 
In the answer which was put in by the defendants 
they asserted their incorporation, and the passage 
of the special law referred to; and they alleged 
and relied upon the consent of a majority of the 
owners of that portion of Water street, to the con- 
struction of the road. The Supreme Court denied 
a motion made at Special Term, to dissolve the in- 
junction, and an appeal was then taken to the 
General Term, held by three Justices, who now 
reversed the order made at Special Term and dis- 
solved the injunction, The following is the opin- 
ion of the court, upon the points decided, render- 
ed at the decision of the case. 


Emorr, J.—The plaintiffs’ counsel argues against 
the validity of the act under which the defendants 
have proceeded, that it will take from the muni- 
cipality of Brooklyn their right to the streets, 


without compensation. We are not aware that 
the municipality of Brooklyn have any rights of 
property in the streets of the city, nor do we 
agree that the use of a street by a city railroad 
using cars propelled by horses, is an appropriation 
of property so as to require compensation. 

It is further urged that the act under considera- 
tion should be construed to require, in order to 
confer upon the defendants the right to Jay down 
their track, both the permission of the Common 
Council and the consent of the owners of property 
on the streets. In other words it is insisted that 
the words “ or ” in this part of the act, must read 
“and.” I confess I see no reason for putting such 
a construction upon the statute, The Legislature 
possessed the power to confer this privilege of 
building and using a horse railroad in the streets 
of the city of Brooklyn, without the consent of the 
owners of the soil over which the streets are laid 
out, because such a use of the street is merely a 
mode of exercising the public right of travel, and 
not an appropriation of the property of the owners 
of the land, requiring oompensation in damages. 
Such a franchise or privilege may also be created 
or conferred without the consent of the city au- 
thorities, if the Legislature see fit to repeal. pro 
tanto, the portions of the general railroad act, or 
of any other general statutes requiring such a con- 
sent. In the act we are now considering, the 
Legislature have conferred such a privilege, on 
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condition that the grantees obtain either the con- 
sent of the adjoining owners, or the permission of 
the city authorities. That is the literal meaning 
of their act ; and as they had the power to confer 
the franchise without imposing either condition, 
I am not able to see upon what principal we 
should be authorized to force a construction of 
ihe statute which would require both. * * * 

The defendants in their answer aver that they 
have procured the consent of a majority of-the 
owners of the property fronting on Water street 
between Main and Fulton streets, and rely on that 
as their justification. * * * Tomy mind 
the affidavil and answer, under the circumstances, 
would not furnish sufficient evidence of the exist- 
ence and execution of snch a consent as is requir- 
ed by this clause of the statute. If the case turn- 
ed upon that, I should be obliged to hold, as I 
suppose the judge who heard the motion to dis- 
solve the injunction did hold, that the defendants 
bad not made out a compliance with the conditions 
upon which their franchise was conferred. 

The next question is, and that is the vital ques- 
tion in the case, whether in so doing they have 
violated any right, or infringed any franchise of 
the plaintiffs, and whether the latter can maiotain 
this aclion to restrain them. 

It sufficiently appears by the affidavit of Mr. 
Catherwood, that the construction of the defend- 
ants’ road or track will not necessarily interfere 
with the construction or use of that of the plain- 
tiffs’. The inconvenience or injury, if any, is to 
the public, in the ordinary use of the street or to 
the adjoining proprietors. Nor is there any alle- 
gation in the papers that the use of this portion of 
their road, when constructed by the defendants, 
will interfere with the travel, or lessen the profits 
or value of the franchise of the plaintiffs. * * 

If the effect of a construction of the defendants’ 
track in this street, in the manner they propose, 
would be practically to exclude the plaintiffs from 
the street, that would be a proper subject of com- 
plaint, and such a course of proceeding would no 
doubt be restrained. But that is not the theory of 
this action. The plaintiffs claim that their fran- 
chise extends to and includes an exclusive right to 
the use of Water street, and of every other street 
in which they are authorized to lay down and 
operate their horse railroad, This is an entire 
mistake. There is no such exclusive privilege 
contained in the grant or permission of the Com- 
mon Council to the plaintiffs, for the construction 
and use of their road ; and it is well settled that 
no such privilege is impiied in the grant of such a 
franchise. * * R...%...8.,0Bs @ 

The construction of another railroad through 
the same street is‘not in itself an infringement of 
the franchise of the plaintiffs, or an incroachment 
upon their rights. Conceding that the use of the 
street by the defendants is unlawful, it is not an 
injury to the plaintiffs, unless it prevents them 
from constructing their road or from using it, and 
no action can be maintained by the plaintiffs to 
restrain an act not specially injurious to them, 

The acts of the defendants, if unauthorized and 
unlawful, as I assume that they are upon these 
papers, may be productive of injury to the com- 
munity at large. The defendants are obstructing 
& common highway, and this, if unauthorized is a 
publie nuisance. But no special injury results to 
the plaintiffs from that act alone, or from a mere 





‘common nuisance. No one but the persons or 


officers intrusted by the law with the protection 
of the rights of the public, can invoke the aid of 
this court to restrain such a nuisance. Even if 


the defendants should proceed unlawfully to use. 


the railway which they are laying down, and to 
demand and receive tolls or fares without authori- 
ty. Yet so long as this did not interfere with the 
profits or revenues of the defendants, it would not 
be for them to proceed against such a usurpation, 

Conceding therefore all which is alleged against 
the defendants, still, until they are shown to be 
committing or threatening some act which is not 
only an interference with the rights of the public; 
but especially injurious to the plaintiffs, they can- 
not be restrained at the suit of the latter. There 
is no sufficient allegation or proof of any such in- 
jury in the present case, and the prayer of the 
complaint and the injunction granted upon it go 
much farther. 

The order denying the motion to modify or dis- 
solve the injunction should be reserved and an 
order entered dissolving the present injunction, 


with liberty to the plaintiffs to apply upon an 
amended complaint or otherwise, for an order for- 
bidding the defendants from interferring with them 
in the construction, mainte naace or use of their 
track.

A prospect is now on foot, to modify essentially 
the agreement made between the Grand Trunk 
and the St. Lawrence and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
panies in 1853. By the terms of that contract 
the former were to pay six per cent. upon the 


4 stock and bonded debts of the latter, the whole 


amounting to $5,966,900, or a fraction over $40,- 
000 per mile. The lease extended to a period of 
999 years; but the Grand Trunk had the privilege 
of rescinding it, in which case the road with all its 
improvements must revert to its original owners. 
The outlays since made upon it by the lessors 
are estimated at £333, 161, or $1,600,000 in round 
numbers, making the cost at this time about 
$50,700 per mile, This is barely two thirds that of 
the Grand Trunk; although the country traversed 
by it was in general much more difficult for rail- 
road construction. 

A committee of bond and shareholders in the 
Grand Trunk, consisting of Sir J. Paxton, Mr. T. 
S. Cutbill, and Mr. C. G. Hale, have recently pre- 
sented a report in London, on the Canadian Rail- 
way Arrangements Act, passed during the late 
session of the Provincial Parliament. It author- 
ized certain concessions on the part of preference 
and other bondholders, on the acceptance of this 
scheme by a majority of each of these interests 
at a public meeting, which is to come off on the 
8th instant. The subject, we observe, is exciting 
a lively interest among those English capitalists 
who are owners of stock or bonds issued by that 
company. As might be expected, the disappointed 
* victims ’ are numerous and clamorous, agreeing 
only in one point—hearty abuse of the govern- 
ment and people of Canada. The committee have 


been trying to smooth down matters before the 
meeting, and to present a plan that would be 
generally accepted ; hence the report alluded to. 

They express a belief that the prefered stock 
and bondholders will hardly accept the arrange- 
ment, unless the lessors of the Atlantic and St. 





Lawrence Railroad be willing to make a reduction 





in the dividends payable to them by the agreement 
of 1853. It is accordingly proposed to reduce the 
interest on the £100,000 of sterling bonds from 
six to five per cent. for a period of ten years, ad- 
ding thereto “any surplus profits earned on the 
Atlantic road up to six per cent. per annum.” 
Next, that for the same period the rate payable to 
the stockholders in the same line should be four 
per cent.to this, however, should be added all the 
profits arising from the purchase of bonds below 
par by means of the sinking fund—a provision, 
we apprehend, which will go but a short distance 
to make up the deficit, Finally, it is proposed 
that the arrears of interest on those shares be 
capitalized by the issue of a like amount of stock 
bearing interest at the same rate as ordinary 
shares, but ranking after them, as a charge upon 
the Grand Trunk line. 

In behalf of this arrangement it is maintained 
that the Atlantic and St, Lawrence road does not 
earn over 244 per cent. per annum net on its cost, 
and that, therefore, its shareholders will still be 
receiving a decent profit at the expense of the 
Grand Trunk concern. This arrangement, the 
committee think, would be better for all parties 
than to throw up the road to its original pro- 
prietors after having expended such a large sum | 
in improving it. As the rent comes cut of the 
working expenses of the Grand Trunk, Herepath’s 
Railway Journal observes, that the Atlantic and 
St. Lawrence ‘‘ will still have a security practically 
equal to our funds, and four per cent. interest in- 
stead of three.” 

There is this, however, to be said in reply. The 
line has been under English management since its 
completion. Now, that kind of management may 
do very well in England and not answer among us. 
Successful in their own country in doing things in 
their own way, Englishmen seldom learn to adapt 
themselves to conditions essentially different from 
those in which they have been accustomed to 
move. They built the Grand Trunk line after the 
model of one of their own great thoroughfares, 
ignoring the fact that on some portions of it there 
would not be ten inhabitants to the square mile. 
The same mistake, we fear, has been committed 
in managing both that road and its principal 
leased line. American skill and adaptation to 
circumstances might readily raise a 244 per cent, 
profit to four or even five per cent. 

The stockholders in the Atlantic and St. Law- 
rence may, if they see fit, accept the proposed 
terms. A major part of the stock has been held 
in Europe, and the right of the majority to govern 
will hardly be questioned here. But they may 
refuse ; and in that case how are the Grand Trunk 
Company to help themselves, Without this con- 
nection that property is absolutely worthless six 
months in the year. It is idle to talk of the pro- 
jected Intercolonial Railway as an alternative. 
With the present state of the railroad interests of 
Canada, England will not invest another. pound in 
her works of internal improvement. The feel- 
ing at this moment is rather to get rid of the 
provinces than to hold on to them, especially if 
the connection implies further outlays‘on unprofit- 
able works. Even were it otherwise, the line 
could not be completed in less than five years. 
What arrangement could be made to open a new 
outlet during the ensuing winter? The concern 





would go to ruin, and a large wexsign of it would 
not be operated at all, 
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We have made these observations, not to throw 
apy obstacle in the way of a settlement by any 
fair compromise, but to present considerations 
that appear to have been overlooked by the com- 
mittee. It would afford us much pleasure to see 
the Grand Trunk and all the other Canadian roads 
taken out of the mire into which they are now 
sunk, 





The Eighth Census. 

The following is a continuation of the prelimin- 
ary chapters of the Report of Jos. C.G. Kennepy, 
Esq., the publication of which was commenced in 
our previous issue : 


PETROLEUM. 

An important development of the natural re- 
sources of the country and a valuable addition to 
itsexports have been made by the discovery, within 
two or three years, that certain indications, 
known to the aboriginal and early European in- 
habitants of the western country, of natural re 
servoirs of inflammable oil existing upon the head 
waters of the Alleghany river in New York and 
Pennsylvania, were but the clue to apparently 
inexhaustible supplies of native oil, accessible at 
no great depth throughout an extended belt of 
country, embracing the bituminous coal measures 
of several States. 

Petroleum, rock or mineral oil, a natural pro- 
duct of the decomposition of organic matter, emit- 
ted from the soil in various formations, particularly 
those of rock salt, was known and employed to 
some extent by the ancients, having been men- 
tioned by the father of history twenty-three bun- 
dred years ago, and by Greek and Roman writers 
of later date. In its more fluid form, as found on 
the shores of the Caspian Sea, near the Irawaddy 
ot Burmah, in Italy, and some parts of our coun- 
try, it has borne the name of naphtha, while the 
more solid elements of the same substance pre- 
dominated in the articles known as asphaltum and 
bitumen, found abundantly in the Great Pitch 
Lake of the Island of Trinidad, near the Dead 
Sea in Judea, and elsewhere. Petroleum is nearly 
identical in properties with the artificial oils which 
have been long derived from the destructive distil- 
lation of different minerals, as cannel coal and 
brown coal, or lignite, bituminous shales, sands, 
clays, peat, etc., which have been the subject of 
pumerous patents in Europe and America, and 
within the last eight years have been manufac- 
tured to a considerable extent in the United 
States and the neighboring provinces, until the 
native petroleum springs opened a source of 
cheaper supply. 

As a product of our own country this remark- 
able substance was brought to the notice of the 
white population as early as the middle of the 
last century, by the Seneca Indians, who found it 
upon Oil creek, a brauch of the Alleghany, in 
Venango county, Pennsylvania, and near the head 
of the Genesee river, in New York, whence it re- 
eeived the name of “Seneca oil’? and ‘Genesee 
oil.’ It was used by the ,natives in their 
celigious ceremonies, and as medicament for 
wounds, etc. For the last named purpose it has 
been long collected and sold in small quantities at 
a high price. A perennial flow of oil has been 
known to exist in Oil creek, above referred to, for 
a century. For the last forty years the spring has 
been enclosed in a vat or structure of wood and 
stones, which was daily skimmed by the proprie- 
tor, and made the source of considerable revenue, 
We have seen extensive diggings in this region, 
made by the French more than a century since, 
while that nation held the valley of the Mississippi, 
which were evidently made to ascertain the basis 
or source of what, no doubt, impressed the French 
officers as a most interesting and curious develop- 
ment of the bounty of nature. Petroleum, doubt- 
less, formed an article of considerable traffic be- 
tween the Indians and traders of that region, as 
we have seen, in some old account books of the 
last century, “gallons” and “kegs” of Seneca oil 
credited to the Indians, 





OIL MINES OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

Its existence in any vast amount appears to 
have been unknown until 1845, when a spring was 
‘“‘struck,” while boring for salt, near Tarentum, 
thirty-five miles above Pittsburg, on the Alleghany. 
Experiments having proved its constituents to be 
nearly the same as those of the artificial carbon 
oil, a company was organized in New York to at- 
tempt its. purification by the same process applied 
to the latter. But little was effected, however, 
and in 1857, Messrs. Bowditch & Drake, of New 
Haven, commenced operations at Titusville on Oil 
creek, where traces of early explorations were 
found, and in August, 1859, a fountain was reach- 
ed by boring, at a depth of seventy-one feet, 
which yielded four hundred gallons daily. Be- 
fore the close of the year 1860, the number of 
wells and borings was estimated to be about two 
thousand, of which seventy-four of the larger ones 
were producing daily, by the aid of pumps, an ag- 
gregate of 1,165 barrels of crude oil, worth, at 
twenty cents a gallon, about $10,000. Wells were 
soon after sunk to the depth of five or six hun- 
dred feet, and the flow of petroleum became so 
profuse that no less than three thousand barrels 
were obtained in a day from a single well, the less 
productive ones yielding from fifteen to twenty 
barrels per diem. In several instances extraordi- 
pary means were found necessary to check and 
control the flow, which is now regulated in such 
wells, according to the state of the market, by 
strong tubing and stop cocks. The quantity sent 
to market by the Sunbury and Erie Railroad from 
the Pennsylvania oil region, which has thus far 
been the principal source, increased from 325 bar- 
rels in 1859 to 134,927 barrels in 1861. The 
whole quantity shipped in the last mentioned year 
was nearly 500,000 barrels. Since August, 1861, 
the product has rapidly increased. The present 
capacity of the wells is estimated at 250,000 to 
800,000 barrels per week. So important, however, 
have the operations in this article become, that a 
railroad, we understand, has been chartered in 
Pennsylvania exclusively for the transportation of 
the oil to market. From a recent number of the 
Register, a newspaper published in Titusville, 
Pennsylvania, we copy the following statement re- 
specting the production of petroleum in that vi- 
cinity :—‘We learn that the number of wells now 
flowing is seventy-five ; the number of wells that 
formerly pumped and flowed is sixty-two; the 
number of welis sunk and commenced is 358; 
total, 495. The amount of oil shipped is set down 
at 1,000,000 barrels; amount on hand to date, 
92,450 barrels; present amount of daily flow, 
5,717 barrels. The average value of the oil, at $1 
per barrel, is $1,092,000; average cost of wells, at 
$1,000 each, $495,000 ; machinery, buildings, etc., 
from $500 to $700 each, $500,000. The total 
number of refiners is twenty-five, The detailed 
report of the condition of the wells shows that 
production is on the increase. Holders are firm 
at fifty cents per barrel at the wells, and don’t 
seem to care about selling any great amount at 
that price.” With increased facilities for getting 
it to the seaboard at a cheap rate for transporta- 
tion, the operations will doubtless become much 
more extended than at present, 

The exportation of crude and refined petroleum 
from the principal Atlantic cities to Europe, South 
America, and the West Indies, has already become 
considerable, the larger proportion being shipped 
to England. Much of it is sent to Europe in this 
crude state, in which form it is said to be prefer- 
red for the sake of the collateral products obtain- 
ed in the process of refining, It is probable, how- 
ever, that the highly inflammable character of the 
unrefined article, owing to the presence of certain 
gaseous or exceedingly volatile compounds may 
prove an objection to its shipment in that state. 
The quantity exported from the cities of Philadel- 
phia, New York, Boston, Baltimore and San Fran- 
cisco, from the 1st of January to the Ist of April, 
1862, amounted to 2,342,042’ gallons, valued at 
$633,949, The receipts at Cincinnati, during the 
same period, of carbon and petroleum oils, were 
519,960 gallons, or 13,000 barrels, nearly one-half 
of which was petroleym oil, The exports from 





the three cities first mentioned, from the Ist of 
January to the 16th of May of the present year 
were 3,651,130 gallons, worth $889,886, and the 
shipments in the last week of that. period from 
the same places were 255,600 gallons, valued at 
$42,160. 

A large reduction has taken place in the price 
since the commencement of the trade, and parti- 
cularly during the last few months. The price of 
crude petroleum in Philadelphia on the 4th of 
January, 1862, was from 2244 to 23 cents a gallon, 
and of refined oil 3744 to 45 cents. On the 29th 
of March the prices had declined at the same 
place to 10 and 12 cents for crude, and 25 to 32 
cents for refined oil, while the most recent price 
current lists place it at 9 and 19 cents. Although 
the capacity of the existing wells already exceeds 
a profitable demand, there appears to be no as- 
signable limit to the flow, or to the localities 
which may be found to yield it, whenever an aug- 
mented demand shall warrant farther search or 
increased production. The bituminous coal areas 
of the United-States are estimated to cover up. 
ward of 62,000 square miles in eight of the Mid- 
dle, Southern and Western States. Springs and 
reservoirs of petroleum have been discovered 
throughout nearly their whole extent. They have 
also been noticed by Captain Stansbury on a 
branch of the Yellow creek, eighty-three miles 
from Salt Lake City, in Utah, on the route to Fort 
Leavenworth. They exist also in some of the 
neighboring British provinces. It is probable 
that the saiiferous strata of our western country 
may be generally found to yield this interesting 
mineral product. 

The importance of this article is not limited to 
its value as anfitem in the export trade of our 
cities. Attention appears to have been first direct- 
ed to it on account of the demand for a safe and 
cheap material for illumination, in place of the 
dangerous compounds of turpentine and other 
explosive bydro-carbons, as well as for lubricating 
purposes, in which it has proved to be a valuable 
substitute for animal oils. There is no doubt that 
the various other uses of crude petroleum, or its 
constituents will render it a valuable acquisition 
to the arts, The business of refining the raw pro- 
duct, in order to remove from it all corrosive and 
volatile elements, already employs a number of 
establishments, and will become one of some mag- 
nitude. Practical chemistry is daily adding to the 
number and variety of uses which the substance 
eliminated in the process of rectification may be 
made to subserve in the arts. 

Although the extraction of cil, pitch and tar 
from bituminous shale was the subject of a patent 
in England as early as 1695, and the manufacture 
and purification of oil, gas and other hydro- 
carbons from coal received several improvements 
by the Earl of Dundonald and others at a later 
period, the patent of Mr. Young, of Manchester, 
secured in Evgland in 1850, and in the United 
States in 1852, “‘for the obtaining of paraffine oil, 
or an oil containing paraffine, and paraffine from 
bituminous coal,” appears to have given the first 
great impulse to the manufacturing of these oils 
as a source of artificial light. The patent, which 
covered a very successful process has given rise to 
suits of law, one of which was recently brought, 
without success, to restrain the sale in England of 
petroleum oils, by the name of American paraffine 
oil, as damaging to the sale of his ‘‘paraffine oil,” 
on account of the highly inflammable character of 
the former. 

ILLUMINATING OIL FROM COAL 

appears to have been made as early as 1846 by 
Dr. Gesner, of Nova Scotia, and in 1854 the Kero- 
sene Oil Company, on Long Island, commenced 
the first manufacture of. carbo-hydrogen oil under 
patents secured by Dr. Gesner, using cannel coal 
from England, New York, and otlfer parts of the 
United States. The Breckinridge coal oil works 
on the Ohio, at Cloverport, Kentucky, were com- 
menced in 1856, and were soon followed by others 
to the number of twenty-five in operation in 186 

in Ohio alone, with a working capacity of three 
hundred gallons of light oil each, per diem. There 
were then about fifty-six factories in the United 
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States, exclusive of some fifteen engaged alto- 
gether on petroleum, and several small private 


coal oil works, The capital expended in coal oil 
works and cannel coal mines was estimated at 
Learly four million dollars. The manufacture of 
coal oil Jamps, resulting from the use of the oil, 
formed the principal business of sixteen companies, 
who employed 2,150 men and 400 women and 
a and work tor 125 looms in making the lamp 
wick. 

The cannel coal employed by them, as well as 
wood, peat and other substances of vegetable ori- 
gin, when subjected to destructive distillation in 
close vessels, at a heat below that at which they 
yield gas in abundance, affords a large quantity of 
a light supernatural oil, amounting to about one 
fifth of the product, which having been purified 
and redistilled, yields a very volatile and naphtha- 
Jous fluid, of light specific gravity, containing 
some paraffine oil, and. highly inflammable owing 
to the presence of benzoin or benzole. There is 
also obtained a heavier oil, which is a safe and 
valuable burning oil, a denser lubricating oil, and 
solid parafiine, a peculiar white crystalline sub- 
stance, beautifully adapted for candles, and now 
manufactured to some extent for that and other 
practical uses, The petroleum of our country bas 
been found to be a more economical source for 
these several compounds of carbon and hydrogen, 
aud enables the manufacturer to dispense with the 
first stage of the process referred to. The cheap- 
ness Of crude petroleum, and the simple and com- 
paratively unexpensive process by which a safe 
and economical illuminating oil may be obtained, 
give an unusual interest to this subject, as afford- 
ing the means of preventing the great loss of life 
shown by the recent census te result from the 
dangerous compounds so extensively used for that 
purpose, Although the petroleum oils, when im- 
perfectly rectified, so that all the benzole has not 
been expelled, are exceedingly explosive, owing 
to the heat generated by the combination of the 
solid paraffine readily vaporizing igniting the 
more ethereal portion, it may with great facility 
be freed from all volatile substances, and a very 
simple and practical test enables the purchaser to 
ascertain its fitness for use. The precautions re- 
quired in the treatment of petroleum, as well as 
the expense of thoroughly purifying it, being 
somewhat greater than with coal oils, many are 
tempted to neglect it, or even to add a portion of 
the lighter and cheaper oil to make the heavy oil 
burn more readily. 

All these oils possess an advantage over other 
kinds in the fact that when once properly deodor- 
ized they do not become rancid or ferment by 
keeping, but rather lose by age any odor they 
may have retained. 

Of eight several products obtained from petro- 
leum by chemical analysis, two or three only were 
solidified by cold of fifteen degrees below zero, 
the first three or four remaining perfectly fluid, 
and none possessed corrosive qualities, showing 
their fitness as lubricators, Experiments have 
shown that crude petroleum is admirably adapted 
to the manufacture of gas, and have led to the 
expectation that its use will greatly reduce the 
cost of its manufacture; if it: does not entirely 
supersede the use'of coal for'that purpose. The 
“carboration of gas,” by attaching to the gas 
burner a reservoir of oil, through which the gas is 
made to pass before combustion, has been found 
greatly to increase the economy and illuminating 
power of coal gas. 

The various collateral. and .residuary products 
of the distillation, which have been generally 
wasted heretofore, will all doubtless be utilized as 
the progress in analytical and technical chemistry 
throws more light upon their nature and relations, 
Several of them are already employed in Europe, 
if not in this country, in the manufacture of some 
of the new and beautiful dyes which practical 
science has recently introduced in the arts, Ben 


zine, which it is the. object. of the rectifier to 
eliminate, is used to some extent,.as.a flavoring 
material, though some recent facts make it doubt- 
ful if it is wholly innoxious to the health, 

The acids, caustic alkalies, and other materials 





used in the purification of the crude qualities of 
petroleum may all be restored to use or employed 
as fertilizers, and the dense, pitchy liquids obtain- 
ed in the manufacture are available in the com- 
position of water-proof cements, roofing, varnish 
and fuel. The absence of fatty acids may possibly 
prevent the saponification of these oils with alka 

lies for the manufacture of soap, but the more ex- 
tended use of petroleum for the purposes we have 
named, which will be effected by time and im- 
proved manipulations of the article will suffice to 
render it a most valuable acquisition to the raw 
materials and manufactures of the country. 





Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 

It will be remembered that when this road was 
seized and interrupted by the Confedwrates in June, 
1861, they destroyed nearly twenty bridges in al), 
between Hasper’s Ferry an Piedmont. Since that 
period the railroad company has been actively en- 
gaged in preparing new iron bridges, of a perma- 
nent and beautiful character, with which to replace 
the temporary but substantial. timber structures 
that aie now being used in that portion of the road. 
One of these bridges, at a point where the doubie 
track is in use over the Cherry Run, twelve miles 
west of Martinsburgh, has just been put in position. 
This will be at once followed by several others of 
the smaller bridges,. The. extensive bridge over 
the Potomac River at Harper's Ferry, about 1,000 
feet long, will soon be put in its place. The ma 
sons have been at work for several weeks past in 
raising and renewing portions of the piers and abut- 
ments, in order to receive this superior viaduct. 
A number of workmen are still engaged at the 
Mount Clare shops, Baltimore, in the extensive iron 
work belonging to this and other bridges. 

In the meantime the Railroad Company has 
been also occupied in rebuilding its second track, 
which, at the beginning of the war, extended for 
about 25 miles west of Harper’s Ferry. The up- 
per section of this, from Martinsburgh to Cherry 
Run, was put in use on Monday Jast, and it is now 
being rapidly rebuilt eastward, for which large 
quantities of iron and cross-ties have been brought 
trom Wheeling and the mountains along the road, 

Quite an important improvement has been made 
by the railroad company within the last few days 
at the Relay, or Washington Junction, by which 
engines and trains are now running directly be- 
tween Washington and the West, without change 
of any kind at the Relay. This has been effected 
by building a new track, with a beautiful curve, 
on the northern end of the large stone viaduct 
over the Patapsco, beyond the Relay House. This 
improvement was availed of. for the first time on 
Tuesday last, when large trains of live stock and 
supplies for the Government were passed directly 
to Washington from the West. 

The large depots lately existing at New Creek, 
Martinsburgh, and other points along the road, for 
Government supplies, have all been removed, and 
their valuable accumulations sent off in large trains 
to distant points where the army necessities have 
required. The road is thus entirely freed from the 
serious temptations which these extensive places 
had offered to an enterprising enemy, and is doubt- 
less rendered far less liable to possible attempts of 
the Confederates to interfere with it again. The 
business of the line, in freight and passengers, con- 
tinues very large. Numerous trains are constantly 
in motion at all points, taxing the large resources 
of the company in accommodating the varied and 
extensive trade offering. This the railroad is bet- 
ter able to accomplish, in view of the fact that it 
is constantly adding. to its motive and carrying 
power. A large number of the locomotives that 
were destroyed by the Confederates at Martins- 
burgh have been thoroughly repaired, and their 


-use again availed of in the general business of the 


road. Upward of two hundred wooden and iron 
house cars have been recently built by the com- 
pany. More than half the number of freight and 
coal cars destroyed about the same time as the 
locomotives, are again in running order, whilst the 
remainder are.being urged forward with all possi- 
ble haste, We are glad’ to notice, also, the addi- 
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its passenger-car equipment, having built a num- 
ber of the most approved cars-of this class now in 
use—a step rendered necessary: by. the large travel 
now passing over the road.—-Times, July 22. 
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Erie Railway Steamboat Company. 

A new line of propellers in connection with the 
Erie Railway has béen established ou Lake Erie. 
It is called the ‘Erie Railway Steamboat Com- 
pany,” and is composed of nine new propellers, 
each of 600 tuns burden, with two or tbree more 
building. It runs in connection with the Erie 
Railway between the ports of Dunkirk, Cleveland, 
Sandusky and Toledo, and is now doing sufficient 
business to give employment to one hundred cars 
per day on the Erie Railway. The boats are fitted 
up with handsome cabins, and can accommodate 
from seventy-five to one hundred passengers in 
first-rate style. The officers of the company are 
Daniel Drew of New York, President; 8S. D. Cald- 
well of Dunkirk, Vice President ; D. Drew Cham- 
berlin of New York, Secretary ; and Kenyon Cox 
of New York, Treasurer, The Toledo Commercial 
thus describes one of these boats : 


Tue PropeLLer Passaic.—Perfection is only 
relative. The ne plus ultra of to-day may be left 
so far bebind as to fade in the dim distance to- 
morrow. The little coughing propellers which we 
saw tumbling about the chopping waves of Lake 
Ontario fifteen years ago, were thought to be great 
things in their way, but they would not class as 
Al, hardly as 32, now. A few weeks ago’ the 
Canisteo "put in her claims as the finest craft of 
her kind on Lake Erie, and the claim was readily 
yielded. Yesterday her consort, the Passaic, 
made her appearance, and though built at the 
same yard for the same owners, it cannot be de- 
nied that in a few points she excels even that ex- 
cellent vessel. More perfect elegance of model 
and completeness of finish were the points of im- 
provement which we noticed particularly. 

We paid her a visit and rambled over her 200 
feet (almost) of length, admiring and enjoying 
what we saw. We peeped into the hold, where 
the massive timbers and heavy iron braces bore 
witness to her great strength, and into which the 
great spout was pouring her first cargo of corn, 
down into the furnace room where the sooty 
stoker feeds the hungry demon ; into the engine 
room, where the strong giant that moves and pre- 
serves the noble craft was dozing at his post, and 
the alert engineer was currying and stroking him 
down, preparatory to commencing his hard work; 
into the cabin, inferior only in size to the best 
steamboats; into the kitchen, where cooking 
range, tinware, and crockery were all gleaming 
with newness and in perfect order ; into the cap- 
tain’s room, where that worthy was taking a siesta 
preparatory to his night’s labor of piloting’ his 
charge through the channel of Maumee Bay and 
down Lake Erie, everywhere observing the perfec- 
tion of details, and the substantial excellance aud 
fiiness of each part for its destined office, 

The Passaic was built by Bidwell & Mason of 
Buffalo for the Erie Railway line, between Toledo 
and Dunkirk. She is commanded by Capt. Jobn 
Kirby, of whom it is enough to say that he ‘for- 
merly commanded the New York, and has fora 
long time been one of the favorite officers of the 
line. She is 190 feet long, 30 feet 3 inches’ beam, 
has 12 feet depth of hold, and measures 656 tons 
burden. She is well fitted to carry passengers 
with comfort, and freight with speed and ‘safety.

DUTIES ON TONNAGE OF VESSELS. __ 

Upon all ships, Vessels or steamers which, after 
the 81st day of December, 1862, shall be entered 
at any Custom-house in the United States from any 
foreign port or place, or from any port or place in 
the United States, whether ships or vessels of the 
United States, or belonging wholly or in part to 
subjects of foreign Powers, there shall be paid a 
tax or tonnage duty of 10 cents per ton of the 
measurement of said vessel, in addition to any 
tonnage duty now imposed by law: Provided, 
That the said tax or tonnage duty shall not be 
collected more than once in each year on any ship, 
vessel or steamer having a license to trade between 
different districts of the United States, or to carry 
on the bank, whale, or other fisheries, while em- 
ployed therein, or on any ship, vessel or steamer 
to or from any port or place in Mexico, the British 
Provinces of North Amcrica, or any of the West 
India Islands: Provided, also, that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be deemed in apy wise to im- 
pair any rights and privileges which have been or 
may be acquired by any foreign nation under.the 
laws and treaties of the United States relative to 
the duty on tonnage of vessels.
